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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , 20, 25, 39, and 40, applicant 
argued that Kawakura does not teach "creating any type of data model by modifying another data model" nor "creating a data model 
according to a view that reflects one or more security settings for a group of users." On the contrary, Kawakura teaches at [0179]-[0181] 
the step of modifying the data abstraction model (i.e., database for managing information in English") to create an effective data 
abstraction model by incorporating language-dependent data with the database so that the database can handle request in user's 
designate language. 

Kawakura also teaches that language designation is associated with a request for user authentication, which comprises at least username 
and password. Therefore, the effective data abstract model is created in accordance with the request for user authentication that reflect 
security settings for a group of users (i.e. users with the same designated language) 

Regarding claims 6, 17, 36 and 41, applicant argued that Kawakura does not teach that any translation displayed is dependent on which 
files are loaded" nor "the use of any kind of natural language files". On the contrary, Kawakura teaches at Fig. 9 the language replacement 
data d7 (i.e., "natural language files") which are loaded in response to designated language. For example, Japanese replacement data file 
is loaded in response to language code "ja" and Chinese replacement data is loaded in response to language code "zh". 
In view of the above arguments, the 1 02 rejection is therefore sustained 
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
